Liberty Bond Plot 
Nets Millions. 


Detectives Catch Leaders in 
Gigantic Counterfeiting 
Scheme. 


Score of Accomplices Under 
Arrest After Raids in 
Chicago. 
[EXCLASIVE DISPATCH.) 

CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—A score 
of men were arrested today by 
detectives from the State's At- 
torney's office in a _ series of 
raids throughout the city, un- 
covering a gigantic plot to flood 
the country with counterfeit and 
forged government securities. 

The detectives operated under 
Detective Sergeant John Murphy. 
It was learned atthe prosecutor's 
office the gang which has head- 
quarters in Chicago has operated 
for months. Its profits may 
reach more than a million dol- 


lars. 

The plot was characterized as one 
of the greatest swindling operations 
direcetd against the Federal govern- 
ment in the history of the country. 
Practically every State in the coun- 


try was covered by the activities of | 


the counterfeiters. This new com- 
bine is said to be distinct from the 


one reveated, through the arrest of 
Henry B. Smith, an insurance brok- 
«rv, who is charged with being a 
member of a crime trust which dur- 
ing the last year is said to have col- 
‘ected loot of approximately $2,000,- 
000. 

For a long time Federal agents, 
secret service men. Pinkertons and 
the local police have been working 
to get a line on the leaders of the 
counterfeiting gang. 


SECKECY MAINTAINED. 


It was on!y last weék that the 
State's Attorney's office received in- 
formation which set the operatives 
ut work oh the case. The utmost 
secrecy has been maintained. It is 
said the inspiration for the incep- 
tion of the gang came at the tim?

ABRUPT DECIANE. 

Coincidently the secret se 
bureau noticed a strange manifés- 
tation. There appeared to be an 
abrupt and inexplicable decline in 
the activities of those who manu- 


factured and “shoved the queer’’—— 
counterfeiters who specialized on 
bank notes. 


This was not attributed to a gen- 
eral reform. The secret service 
mnen bent all their energies to dis- 
covering what new method of coun- 
terfeiting had been discovered. 

Then certain banks, paying inter- 
est on registered Liberty Bonds, 
found there were unregistered 
bonds with same numbers. Several 
nationally-known counterfelters and 
swindlers were immediately iden- 
tofied with the gang. It was discov- 
ered that the fraudulent ‘bonds and 
securities had been sold to banks 


without any trouble. They were 
accepted with the most casval 
scrutiny. Nobody questioned Lib- 


erty Bonds. 

They were freely accepted as cur- 
rency in many stores and it is be- 
Heved that thousands of the fake 
bonds were disposed of in this man- 
ner. More arrests are promised to- 
day.

WAR MUST HAVE INDUSTRY. 


Military Japan must be backed by 
an industrial Japan. The object of 
this article is to show that in many 
essential details Japan is far behind 
the West in adaptation of many 
progvessive ideas along industrial 
lines. It may have some special in- 
terest in view of the fact that uni- 
versity students and, in fact, people 
all over the empire taik as if war 
with the United States were a fore- 
gone conclusion. 

In favorable contrast to her nar- 
row-gauge railroads, Japan enjoys 
an elevated railroad rapid transit 
between Tokio and Yokohama. This 
structure is as exact a copy of a 
similar road in Berlin as the best 
{mitators in the world can make it, 
in Korea and Manchuria there are 
good railroads with finely equipped 
trains, but it js commonly under- 
stood that these roads are running 
at a loss and that their superior 
service is intended as a press agent 
impression upon tourists, with a 
view to convincing them of the in- 
dustrial advancement of the Jap- 
anese. 

THE FOUR-FOOT STONE. 

The other day it was desired to 
contract for many thousands of feet 
of stone for a new building in To- 
kio. The stone was to be four feet 
long, a foot wide, and a foot high. 
Impossible, said the Japanese 
quarryman. Why? Because the 
stone is carried out of the quarry on 
a man’s back and he cannot carry a 
stone whose length exceeds three 
feet. 

Surrounding that quarry are 
waterfalls that would supply abund- 
ant hoisting power for any sizes of 
stone, but if you put in a turbine 
wheel at the foot of a hill what is 
going to become of the men who 
carry the stone? A visit to the 
quarry furnishes a picture of China 
as China is aeantvet 6000 years 
ago. 

Down in the quarry, probably the 
biggest deposit of lava stone, in the 
isiand, are men and women working 
with chisels and pickaxes. They are 
naked except for loin cloths. When 
a stone three feet long is separated 
from the mass a naked man gets it 
upon his back and walks up 160 
feet with it. The incline is so sharp 
ithat to escape disaster he must take 
a zigzag course like a train up a 
mountain side. The stone is carried 
to the nearest railroad station and 
from there is shipped to the point 
where it is needed for a modern 
building. This is not ancient Japan; 
it is Japan today. 

MUST GET IT THEMSELVES. 

If the constructors of the Tokio 
building want four feet stone they 
may have to buy the quarry and 
install some devices that uld pro- 
duce and deliver it. Easily done, 
but it will be a surprising departure 
here, if accomplished. 

Pile driving and drilling of holes 
for structural purposes is a sort of 
a mournful festival occasion for the 
girls and men who do the work. 
For driving piles they have a rig- 
ging with a weight suspended ‘from 
the top of a derrick. The giris and 
men hold a rope and at a given word 
they release it and behold! the 
stone weight drops on the top of 
the. pile and knocks it a wee bit 
in the direction of the unalarmed 
nadir. 3 

Now to hoist the stone. The girls

HOLLOW TILE PIONEERS. . 
Over in a corner of the lot Is a lit- 
tle building to shelter the architeo- 
tural experts and kindred artisans. 
It is the first building in Japan 
which can boast of a wall of hollow 
tile and a facing of pressed brick. 
Japan doesn’t use hollow tile and 
pressed brick, for it has found that 
even seven-story structures can be 
built with walls of thin plaster and 
a facing of tile wainscoting. The 
wainscoting is made to resemble 
brick, so what's the difference? The 
buildings which have « plaster fac- 
ing on the walls are made to imitate 
stone, which they do very cleverly. 
Rut why the expert Japanees stucco 
workmen do not make a frankly 
plaster building and make it beau- 
tiful, as surely they could do with 
great results, is a question that engi- 
neers from abroad cannot under- 
stand. 
CARPENTER AND HIS DREAMS. 


The carpenter, who has been do- 
ing most of the sawing on the lum- 


buildine, is a naked native who sits 
in solitary state in his beloved sun- 
rhine and his breech cloth and 
dreams of the day when the $1,500,- 
000 building will be finished by those 
perfectly absurd fellows .from the 
West who have brought over enough 
hair-brained ideas on one building to 
set all Japan agogging.

OFFICERS BACK FROM OVER- 
SEAS RETIRE RATHER THAN 
TAKE MEAGER PAY.

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—That the 
low scale of salaries paid American 
army officers is rapidly forcing a 
crisis that will demand speedy ac- 
tion to permit the War Department 
to maintain a sufficient commis- 
sioned personnel for even the small- 
est peace-time armies, is indicated 
by demobilization records at Camp 
Dix, where about 19,000 officers 
have been discharged from the 
service since the signing of the ar- 
mistice. 
Out of the 19,000 officers sent to 
Camp Dix for discharge, only about 
$00 applied for retention, and a 
considerable percentage of these 
have since reconsidered their appli- 
cation for financial reasons. . 
Facts revealed by the records 
show the low pay is depriving the 
government of the services of thous- 
ends of young officers who enlisted 
and made good “over there” and is 
robbing the army of trained West 
Pointers. 
Many of the men who have been 
decorated for valor point out that 
fi takes more than personal] courage 
for them to put their famities up 
egainst the financial struggle that a 
siow climb up the military ladder 
would demand. Colonels find them- 
selves reduced to captains and 
drawing pay of $200 a month, out 
of which they must buy focd and 
uniforms and meet other expenses 
before they can contribute to the 
support of their families.

MUNITIONS SOLD TO 
GERMANS BLOW UP. 


[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
COBLENZ, Saturday, Sept. 
6.—Property valued at ap- 
proximately ten million marks, 
sold recently by the Americans 
to the Germans, was de- 
stroyed today by a series of 
explosions in ammunition 
dumps near Nieuwled. Among 
the materials destroyed was 
ammunition worth three mil- 
lion marks, which was. sold 
Friday to a German company 
for commercial purposes. 
Fire followed the first ex- 
plosion and destroyed about 
fifty buildings, seattered about 
a forty-acre tract, used for 
years by the Germans and 
then by the Americans for 
storing shelis. Thousands of 


large shells and millions of 
rounds of small arm ammuni- 


tion which were abandoned by 
the German army were ex- 
ploded, but there were no 
American casualties. 

.The cause of the explosion 
is unknown.

WILL RATIFY TREATY. 

Chairman lHays's statement fol-.

“T agree with President Wilson 
that the treaty will be ratified, but 
the ratification will be accompanied 
by reservations absolutely safe- 
guarding the full independence and 
freedom of action of this republic. 
That is the simple fact. which the. 


President may as well recognize 
first as last. . 

“At pr ~ he is only pounding 
against a ne wall of patriotism 


which has become impreg- 


nable and is daily increasing in 
width, istreneth and height. The 
committee reservations constitute 


the irreducible minimum of the re- 
quirements of a substantial majority 
of Senators who canrot be coerced 
or eajoled into violating their oaths 
of office to hold America first. 
POSITION NOT PARTISAN. 

“There is no partisanship in their 
position. True. every Republican 
Senator without exception stands 
with the committee, but becayse he 
is an American-——not because he if 
a Republican. I sincerely believe, fur- 
ther. that an actual majority of the 
Democratic Senators feel the same 
way, and evidences multiply daily 
that when the time comes a consid- 
eiderable number will vote the same 
way. 

“It is for the President to de- 
termine when the test shall be made. 
The treaty will be reported out this 
week, and a vote can be had as soon 
as it can be reached under the rules 
unless it ts delayed-by Senators act- 
ing under the direction of the Pres- 
ident himself.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Trans- 
fer of the peace treaty from the 
Foreign Relations Committee to the 
i Senate as the final step toward rati- 
fication will be the principal event 
this week in Congress. 

Filing of majority and minority

| Hitehcock, respectively, will be the

ean function properly there must be proper 
functioning of the country’s transportation 
systems. Until there is an efficient and eco- 
‘pomical system of distribution of the prod- 
ucts of the different sections of the nation, 
until there is a stabilization of the railways, 
business conditions will be likely to con- 
tinue in a chaotic state. It is for this rea- 
son that a correct readjustment of railroad 
control is necessary to a reduction of the 
present high cost of living. | 

Government operation has proven 2 co 
gal failure. The man in the street has final- 
ly learned what the economists have known 
all along, that politicians are less compe- 
tent to run the railroads of the country 
than railroad men. When the government 
seized the railroads as a war Measure it 
secured possession of the tracks, depots, 
offices and equipment—and found that it 
held only a cadaver; the brains were miss- 
ing; and the country has now learned to 
its financial sorrow that railroads cannot 
be operated without brains. So the Prest- 
dent announced on his return from France 
that he would turn the railroads back to 
their owners at the end of the present year; 
and Congress and the country are now 
occupied with the problem of the condl- 
tions under which the owners shall be per- 
mitted to operate them. 

There was a time when the railroads 
were operated on the general plan of charg- 
ing the public “all that the traffic will bear.” 
The public rebelled; and the Interstate 
Commerce Commission was constituted for 
the purpose of exercising a regulation un- 
der which the roads were to be operated at 
the lowest cost to passenger and shipper 
that efficient service would permit. The 
shoe was put on the other foot and the 
public, and not the owners of the roads, 
was to get the benefit of “all that the traf- 
fic will bear.” 

It is now pretty generally admitted that 
the public displayed just as much greed 
under the new plan as did the owners un- 
der the old. Rates had been squeezed be- 
fore the war to a point where railroad se- 
curities were no longer profitable. Dema- 
gogues and visionaries interfered; the rail- 
roads ‘were cast into politics and the indus- 
try of the country began to suffer because 
the managers of the roads were not able 
to secure sufficient capital with which to 
make the extensions and improvements nec- 
essary to keep pace with the industrial 
growth of the nation. 

Transportation conditions were cn the 
verge of a crisis when the world war inter- 
vened. Complications had been added by 
organizations of railroad employees de- 
manding and receiving wages which forced, 
in their turn, increases in freight and pas- 
senger rates. But the public protested at 
every proposed increase. The man in the 
street wanted the railroad employees to 
get more money, but he wanted someone 
else to pay it. He rebelled against the eco- 
nomic fact that higher wages meant higher 
rates. Insurrections against power and 
tyranny always win in the end; but no peo- 
ple has ever yet rebelled successfully 
against a fact. | 

The world war has passed and we are 
again brought face to face with that condi- 
tion. It is the railroad brotherhoods who 
are now demanding “all that the traffic will 
bear.” Statistics compiled for a subcom- 


mittee of the Senate show that the railroad | 


employees were receiving about $1,300,000,- 
000 in wages in 1913, and that they will re- 
ceive this year about $3,300,000,000; and 
there has been practically no increase in 
mileage. It is self-evident that traffic under 
the old rates cannot carry\that extra $2,000,- 
000,000. The brotherhoods are insisting on 
still greater increases. They are threaten- 
ing a general strike at the end of ninety 
days unless the cost of living comes down 
or their wages go up during the interim. 
At the same time, the country is protesting 
against increased freight and passenger 
rates. Where is the money to come from? 

Under these conditions Congress is beat- 
ing its brains to discover some way out of 
the almost inextricable entanglement. As 
reported in The Times on Wednesday, a sub- 
committee of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee of the Senate has drafted and caused 
to be introduced in that august but hope- 
lessly-conversational body a bill which pro- 
vides for the return of the roads nominally 
to their owners, but with a number of 
strings attached. The rates are to be fixed 
by the Interstate Commerce Committee; 
two representatives of the government and 
two representing the employees are to sit 
on each board of directors; the country is 
to be divided into thirty-five regional sys- 
tems; the wages of employees are to be 
fixed by government agencies; strikes and 
lock-outs of railroad employees are made 
penal offenses; an advisory committee com- 
posed of representatives of “each organized 
craft of railroad employees” is created: 
stockholders are to be permitted to receive 
only “fair” dividends; a new Federal com- 
mission is to be appointed by the President 
to “supervise railway development and op- 
These are the conditions under 
which the owners of the railroads are to 
get their properties back. 4 | 

Such an act is bound to appeal to the 
politicians—for it creates five new commis- 
sions. It will appeal to the public—because 
it penalizes strikes and lock-outs. 
appeal to the unions—for it gives them two 
seats on each board of directors and confers 
on an advisory committee to be composed 
exclusively of labor-union representatives, 
a voice in the control and management of 
all railroad properties. But The Times fails 
to discover an appeal to investors sufficient 
to produce the necessary millions to keep 
the railroads functioning properly. 

If the development of the country is to 
continue at least half a billion dollars of 
‘fresh capital must be provided annually for 
building new lines and extensions. Two 
conditions must be created before privats 
capital can be secured in appreciable 
amounts for any enterprise: stability and 
prospect of profit Inducements are offered 
to three elements, the public, the politicians 
and the railroad brotherhoods. But how 
about that fourth element, the stockhold- 
ers? If private capital declines to invest, 
and if the present stockholders begin to 
decrease their holdings, the whole trans- 
portation system of the country goes on the 
rocks. 


The Times coubts the practicability of

prove disrupting influences: and they are | 
pretty certain to be more concerned about 
their popularity with the interests they 
represent than with the solvency and prop 
er management of the railroad properties. 


We are also very doubtful about interest- 
ing the private investor in railroad securt- 
ties when the properties are trussed with 
the red tape of five new commissions, none 
of whose members is to be a stockholder. 
Brains are of little service when the hands 
and mouth are tied. It is one thing to get 
the properties back into the hands of the 
stockholders and a vastly different thing 
to get the railread brains to functioning 
again. 

Several features of the bill need further 
consideration and elucidation. But it does 
not follow that the bill as a whole should 
be rejected. It contains many good fea- 
tures. The country will applaud the section 
penalizing strikes and lock-outs and mak- 
ing the interest of the public paramount to 
that of either employer or employee in all 
Wage disputes. The country will approve 
the policy of regional control and of such 
other Federal regulation as will keep 
freight and passenger rates at the lowest 
point compatible with efficient service. But 
what the country would applaud most of all 
would be some system by which the rail- 
roads of the country might be kept out of 
politics—likewise politics kept out of the 
railroads. We certainly do not want the 
whole transportation system of the coun- 
try thrown into confusion whenever there 
is a, change of Federal administrations. 

e repeat that, on the whole, in spite of 
its faults, the Cummins bill is a start on the 
track which railroad legislation must prob- 
ably take. 

HE PRESIDENT’S TOUR. 

President Wilson is speeding west- 
ward on schedule time, giving to the peo- 
ple of the communities through which he 
passes first-hand information concerning 
the peace treaty which he negotiated in 
Paris and signed in Versailles. In his pub- 
lic addresses, the President discusses 
frankly the interpretations which the com- 
missioners themselves placed on disputed 
sections of the covenant of nations, tells 


‘what the covenant means when reduced to 


plain language and stripped of diplomatic 
verbiage, and pictufes the position in which 
this country would be placed inside the 
league or outside. i 

Los Angeles will soon have an oppor- 
tunity to welcome the President and hear 
his interpretations. No President ever be- 
fore came West on so important a mission: 
and The Times is assured that the warmth 
of the welcome Mr. Wilson will receive will 
attest the belief of the great majority of 
our population in the cause which he is 
espousing. Los Angeles will unitedly do 
him honor. 
' There has been a gross amount of mis- 
conception, misinterpretation and misrep- 
resentation concerning the peace covenant. 
Personal and political animosities against 
the President have been extended by cer- 
tain public men to the treaty which he 
negotiated. The partisanship which the 


President displayed in the early years of 


his administration has reacted on the cove- 
nant. In some mouths there is a repetition 
of the old skeptical cry, “Can anything good 
come out of Nazareth?” 

But if there ever was a time in the his- 
tory of the nation when the voice of recrim- 
ination should be silenced, when the hark- 
ing to old prejudices and opening of old 
sores should be condemned, it is during 
the consideration of the peace treaty. The 
President sounded in his St. Louis address 
on Friday night the keynote of the cam- 
paign, “Armed isolation or peaceful part- 
nership.” That is the issue now before 
the American people. 

If the peace covenant is rejected, what 
have its opponents to offer? Armed isola- 
tion; a powerful navy; frontiers bristling 
with forts; conscription and three years of 
military service for every American youth 
attaining his majority; a secret service 
with a system of military espionage such 
as the nations of Europe were compelled 


to maintain befere the war; a war budget | 


that is staggering to contemplate. Peace 
with security or war and its perils. 

President Wilson tells the Anierican peo- 
ple that they stand at the parting of the 
ways. He warns them to beware of the 
demagogues who are seeking to make out 
of Americanism a repetition of the senti- 
ment, “Deutschland uber Alles!” He asks 
us not to be deceived by those who assert 
that any amendments or reservations made 
by the Senate would be accepted by our 
allies. Great Britain is already at peace 
with Germany and trade relations on a 
Peace basis have been resumed. In the 
discussion of the treaty in the French 
Chamber of Deputies but a single voice has 
been raised against it. The League of Na- 
tions has already been created. Our allies 
would be sorely disappointed if America 
should decline to ratify the covenant; but 
the covenant would not be affected thereby. 
If America desires to play a lone hand 
against the rest of the nations of the 


world, that is our privilege, but we must 
be prepared to accept the consequences. . 


The President is using plain speech, 
without any attempt at dissimulation. He 
wants the people themselves to see clearly 
the goal to which armed isolation would lead. 
“We. may say what we please of the Ger- 
man government that has been destroydd,” 
asserted the President in his St. Louis 
speech, “but it is the only sort of govern- 
ment that could handle an armed nation. 
You can’t handle an armed nation by vote. 
You have got to have concentrated mili- 
tari organization of government to run 


a nation of that sort. And you can’t watch | 


armed nations with your unassisted eye. 
You have got to watch them by secret 
agencies planted everywhere.” 

Concerning the righteousness of the cause 
that the. President advocates, there is lit- 
tle room for honest difference of opinion. 
The opposition to the league covenant has 
been builded on misconceptions and false 
hypotheses. The hair-splitting objections 
of the critics recall the excuse of Gen. Mc- 
Clellan that he could not follow up the 
demoralized Confederate forces after the 
Battle of Antietam, because the shoes of 
the cavalry horses were in a bad condition. 
Consideration for the horses cost the coun- 
try two more years of warfare. Rejecting 
the covenant for petty considerations would 
be infinitely worse. 


But the cause is greater than the man, 
and we fear the President has persisted in 
his former mistake'of making it a one-man 
affair. His tour seems to smack too much 
of a glorification of Wilson: he puts him- 
self at the front too consistently: it is too 
obviously a Wilson tour—like the trip to 
Europe, as we have said, “too much a one 
man affair;” it would have achieved still 
greater success if the President had 
brought with him one or two Republican 
Senators. That would rid it of every sem- 
blance of partisanship. [If the President 
and his predecessor were speaking on the 
same night, and from the same platform, 
the effect would so electrify the country 


that the Senate opposition would fade like 
shadows before the sunrise.

GOING SOME. 


Airplanos already have covered 
over 200 miles an hour without dis- 
comfort to the aviator. At this point 
we venture to say that. should the 
speed be increased over 300 miles 
per hour, the aviator will probably 
be very uncomfortable, due to the 
| terrific rush of air. Even at 100 
miles per hovr the air lashes the 
face of an aviator badly. There- 
fore, fiying above 300 miles per hour, 
he will have te sit in a cabin sur- 
rounded ny glass, where the rush 
of the air cannot be felt. Suppose 
we increase the speed to 500 miles. 
What happens? Nothing. This speed 
is so probable that it will no doubt 
be reached before 1925: possibly 
much sooner. But we think such 
speeds will rot be reacned near the 
surface of the earth where the den- 
sity of the air, and consequently 
the greater resistance to an air- 
plane, is too high. In order to trav- 
el at 500 miles per hovr the future 
airplane must offer as little surface 
to the air as possible. It should 
have no riruts. wires or stays. It 

robably will fly at a height of 5000 
feet or more, decreasing its speed 
as it approaches the earth. One 
thousand miles an hour? Yes, man 
will do it. It is not only possible, 
but very probable. It will be ac- 
complished in a machine which 
bears but little resemblance to our 
present-day airplane. Moreover, it 
will be absclutely necessary to rise 
at least to 25.090 feet above the 
earth, as otherwise the dense air 
will tear the machine apart, unless 
it were constructed entirely of met- 
al. But because very much less pow- 
er is required at the ievel of 25.000 
feet, future express airplanes will

WASHINGTON (D. C.) Sept. 2.— 
A book that describes intimately the 
official and personal life of a United 
States Senator, throughout the war 


and the six or seven years preceding 
it, cannot fail to be a work of great 
interest now, and of constantly-in- 
creasing valus as time goes on. 

Such a book, unknown to the pub- 
lic and even to many members of 
the Senate, has been written—and 
is still being written—by Senator 
Henry Fountain Ashurst of Arizona, 
one of the younger members of the 
upper house of Congress. And this 
Senatorial diary, which already fills 
two enormous bound volumes, is 
not the dry and tedious affair that 
anyone might imagine who was fa- 
miliar with the’ general run of Sen- 
atorial utterance. This diary is 
written in a bouncing, thumping 
rhetorical style, full of color. 

Senator Ashurst spent his boy- 
hood and youth in Arizona in the 
pioneer days. He knew what it was 
to hide in the brush from wild In- 
dians before he wore long trousers, 
but he didn’t know what a railroad 
train looked like. When the Ash- 
urst family became affluent enough 
to buy a cook stove it took six 
months to get this luxury, and cost 
more than $200. 

Senator Ashurst lives, to a most 
unusual extent, in the memory of 
those early days. His diary is full 
of references to them. And his dia- 
ry-keeping habit derives from them, 
for in those days nearly everyone 
kept a diary. The Senator's father 
lost his life while prospecting in the 
Grand Canyon; and the Senator, then 
a very young Man, was a member 
of the party that found the body. 
When they reached the camp of the 
missing man and found that no en- 
try had been made in his diary for 
three days the son knew at once 
that his father must be lost, for he 
had never before known him to miss 
making his daily entry. A little 
later they found the body of the el- 
der Ashurst. ; 

The Senator began his own diary- 
keeping at the age of 9 and has been 
at it more or less regularly ever 
since. He has not missed a day in 
the last ten years. The Senator has 
admitted that he always had an am- 
bition to be a writer, and in this 
diary his fitch for the pen has found 
expression. 

During the war the Senator wrote 
about little except the war. His 
diary becomes a history of the war 
in Washington, with some very good 
character sketches of notables and 
vivid descriptions of exciting days. 
But the most interesting parts of 
the journal are the personal touches 
which reveal the man. 

For example, on Friday, Septem- 
ber 13, 1918, the Senator celebrates 
his 44th birthday at a dinner party. 
Not only is it an unlucky day, as the 
Senator gleefully points out to his 
guests, but the ill-omen is intensi- 
fied by the fact that he has thirteen 
letters in his name. When, in ad- 
dition, it is discovered that there 
are thirteen people at the table, no 
less than six of those present show 
signs of being disturbed, two of 
them very seriously. And these 
two, the Senator records, are “so- 
phisticated, cultivated, successful 
. people.” 

“There is indeed a wide penum- 
bra between the bright light of san- 
ity and the shadows of distraction,” 
he comments, “in which zone or pe- 
numbra there walk many if not most 
people.” | 

By this the Senator means that 
most of us are a little nutty. 

He goes on to say that he would 
like to be superstitious, but that 
none of the superstitions would ever 
work for him. 

“In my first campaign for the Sen- 
ate,” he records, “I wore an opal, a 
black opal, and a large number of 
friends besought me to leave it off 
as ‘no victory could come to anyone 
wearing an opal!’” 

_ The Senator won, opal and all. 
He adds to this passage a few re- 
marks that should be very valuable 
to any young man entering politics. 

“I would not have worn a dia- 
mond,” he says. “It might have 
looked too flashy and too comforta- 
ble for a ‘tribune of the people’ to 
wear. By the same token a ‘tribune 
of the people’ should not be fat or 
funny. His countenance should be 
‘sicklied o’er with the pale cast of 
thought’ and: his words should drop 
like red-hot potash on the festering 
sores of the body politic. Imagine 
Wendell Phillips. Abraham Lincoln, 
Garrison or Lovejoy bedecked in dia- 
monds!”" 

The journal contains other inter- 
esting private ‘comments on politics 

by vne who is in them. In one pas- 
sage he has some good advice for 
Presidential candidates and in an- 
other some very cogent suggestions 
on how to hold the Presidential job 
after you have got it. “

Before the blowpipe on 
charcoal it is decomposed, and forms 
a yellowish red ring of cadmium 
oxide around the assay.

“Bulletin 585, United States Geologi- 
cal Survey,” shows that Greenockite 
occurs as a secondary mineral in 
zinc deposits in various parts of 
the United States, but not as a 
commercial deposit at any place.

Big Companies Get the Cream 
in Gulf Coast Fields.

AUSTIN (Tex.) Sept. 4. — Under 
the rules and regulations which 


State Railroad Commission, the 
wastage of ojl in the Central West 
Texas fields has been reduced to a 
minimum. The storage of the 
product in earthern reservoirs, which 
was formerly a common practice, 
has been prohibited, and no overflow 
stee] tanks are allowed. As a re- 
sult of the enforcement of the con- 


servation measure By the commis- 
sion, all wells are éither pinched 
down to meet the capacity of the 
pipe lines or storage tanks, or are 
closed entirely, pending additions 
to these facilities. In the Burkbur- 
nett district, including the North- 
west extension pool, all storage tanks 
are full and the wells are flowing a 
reduced quantity of oil into the gath- 
ering systems. This lack of storage 
tanks and pipe lines has caused a 
large falling off in actual produc- 
tion during the last ten days, not- 
withstanding the fact that there has 
been an enormous increase in the 
available supply. 

It is estimated that there are at 
this time a sufficient number of 
wells in the pay sand of the Burk- 
burnett fleld to add at least 60,000 
barrels a day to the present outpu 
if the flows could be taken care of. 
In the Desdemona field the same 
kind of condition prevails. The 
available daily production is said to 
be about 30,000 barrels in excess of 
the existing storage and transporta- 
tion facilities. The light crude fields 
of Central West Texas are producing 
a total of approximately 260,000 
barrels a day at this time. By add- 
ing the 90,000 barrels that are avatli-

TOM MIX SPECIAL. 


EXTRAVAGANZA OF THRILLS 
AT THE ALHAMBRA. 


By Edwin Schallert. 

In his photoplay the “Coming of 
Law,” which is showing this week at 
the Alhambra, Tom Mix has come 
very near evolving a new type of 
film entertainment that might well 
go by the name of melodramatic 
extravaganza. Without attempting 
any particular novelty or ingenuity 
of plot he has set one thrill close 
upon the heele of another and 
brightened the whole aspect of the 
pursuit with the highlights of 
comedy. So many hairbreadth es- 
capes and escapades chase each 
other over hill and dale that the 
suspense is relayed up to the very 
last reel. 

Pratically the only place where 
the action falters is where, for the 
sake of developing the romantic 
physique of the plot, the hero 
mieses a chance to undo his pur- 
suers and is given a tough drubbing 
by them instead. When you're 
running blissfully along the high- 
road of melodrama, it seems neither 
pertinent nor necessary to have to 
wait while somebody makes repairs 
to the constitution of the hero, even 
if there is a chance for some spoon- 
ing during the deiay. You wonder 
what the dickens the villians are 
doing with thelr time. 

Also, where did Mix get the idea 
of doing a shimmie at the period 
before law and order came to New 
Mexico, except that, according to 
most photoplays, the shimmie was 
popular even in the middle-ages, 
provided there is a dance hall set? 

The story of “The Coming of Law” 
contains all the lay characters of 
the “western.” Villians sprout forth 
fn photoplays like milchweed in an 


old field nowadays, and every known 


variety appears in the Mix play. 
The head gangster is keenly done 
by George Nicholls. Charles Le- 
Moyne, Harry Dunkinson and Pat 
Chrisman gave some excellent por- 
traits a la reversed Remington.

“The Coming of the Law” is full 
of excitement, exaggerated to the 
point where it at times becomes 
perfectly good, entertaining and 
consistent fun.
